SCHEDULING  NATIONAL  4-H  EVENTS 


At  this  time  of  the  year  we  are  also  reminded  %■  a nuinber  of 
dates  for  National  4-H  Club  Camp  conflict  with  long  established/events  such 
as  4-H  Club  weeks  and  institutes  on  college  campuses.  In  manj^-  cases  the 
dates  for  these  latter  events  are  inflexible  because  of  the  need  for  using 
dormitories  during  the  period  between  spring  semester  and  sunmer  school. 


From  a number  of  sources  we  have  been  receiving  requests  and  suggestions  rela* 
tive  to  the  possibility  of  combining  several  of  the  national  4-H  Club  events. 
We  are  well  aware  of  the  problems  which  arose  this  year  as  a result  of  the 
overlapping  recognition  of  National  4-H  Club  Week  and  Girl  Scout  V/eek.  You 
will  recall  that  the  Girl  Scout  organization  changed  its  annual  national  ob- 
servance this  year  to  coincide  with  an  important  birthday  in  scouting  work. 

Currently  the  4-H  Development  Committee  on  National  Events  headed  by 
M.  Pauline  Howe  of  Vermont  as  chairman  is  making  an  inquiry  relative  to  these 
conflicts  and  problems.  We  hope  that  every  State  Extension  Service  will 
carefully  consider  the  problems  involved  and  recommend  to  Polly's  committee 
any-  i^ss'^le  alternatives  that  seem  pertinent.  We  are  counseling  with  the 
National  !^tension  Infomation  Advisory  Committee  on  this  subject  at  its  meet- 
‘ing  here  bn  May  4.

Tomorrow's  World." 

4-H  CLUBS  IN  KOREA 

'.■e  recently  had  the  thrilling  opportunity  to  learn,  at  first  hand,  how  4-H 
Club  work  is  being  a significant  force  in  helping  a war-torn  country.  Colonel 
Charles  A.  Anderson,  who  assists  the  4-H  effort  in  Korea,  told  us  about  the 
potential  opportunity  and  the  need  for  4-H  in  that  country.  Probably  most  of 
you  know  about  the  earlier  work  of  Colonel  Anderson  in  establishing  4 H work 
in  Korea  when  he  was  stationed  there  on  military  assignment.  Now,  following 
his  retirement  from  the  Army,  he  is  back  in  the  area,  serving  voluntarily, 
and  working  through  the  American-Korean  Foundation  to  spearhead  revitalizing 
of  the  4-H  movement  in  Korea. 

Recently,  Colonel  Anderson  was  back  in  this  country  to  intercede  for  needed 
materials,  particularly  project  materials,  for  4-H  members.  His  efforts  have, 
so  far,  had  fine  response.  We  understand  that  in  Texas,  for  instance,  a whole 
shipload  of  supplies  is  now  being  assembled  to  go  to  Korea  to  help  needy  fami- 
lies and  to  assist  4-H  members  to  establish  and  carry  on  effective  projects.

NATIONAL  FARM  SAFETY  VJEEK 

"Your  Safety  is  in  your  Hands"  is  the  slogan  for  observance  of  National  Farm 
Safety  Week,  July  24-30,  sponsored  by  the  National  Safety  Council  and  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

In  his  proclamrtion,  President  Eisenhower  said,  "....I  urgently  request  all 
farm  workers  to  make  safety  inventories  of  their  homes,  farms,  machinery,  and 
equipment,  and  to  cultivate  careful  work  iiabits  and  attitudes.  I also  request 
all  persons  and  organizations  interested  in  farm  life  and  welfare  to  join  in  a 
campaign  to  reduce  the  tragedies  and  losses  caused  by  needless  accidents." 

4-H  Clubs  are  alreadj^  doing  much  in  safety,  but  the  President's  stimulating 
message  will  give  a renewed  challenge.

of  the  various  mass  media  in  presenting  the  lives  of  great  Americans  whose 
careers  can  serve  as  a healthy  inspiration  for  our  youth,  and  establishing 
National  awards  panels  in  the  mass  media."

"Facts  and  Trends- -Wisconsin  Club  Program  1954”  is  another  of  those  good 
sammaries  intended  for  staff  information  and  discussion. 

"The  4-H  Forester."  a fine  new  publication  in  Oregon,  ^ s the  first  of  a series 
of  four  major  projects.  This  is  truly  a team  work  affair.  The  farm  forestry 
specialist  wrote  the  main  part  of  the  bulletin.  He  had  cooperstion  of  the 
entomologist  and  wildlife  management  specialists  for  the  insects  and  wildlife 
sections.  The  illustrator  for  the  Oregon  State  Board  of  Forestry  did  the 
illustrations. 

"Have  Fun  With  Foods"  is  the  title  of  Utah’s  new  project,  developed  for  ten 
and  eleven  year  old  girls  and  bovs.  It  is  now  issued  in  preliminary  mimeo- 
graphed form,  with  printing  slated  for  later. 
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“Safety  on  I'^Tieels"  is  an  intere'iting  new  manual  developed  as  a part  of  the 
Illinois  4--H  Safety  activity.  It  looks  good.  Perhaps  you  recall  another 
excellent  Illinois  bulletin  on  safety,  "Hazard  Hunt,"  which  was  prepared 
last  year. 

"Ifter  High  School  What"  a;jd  "Job  Guide  for  Young  Workers — 1955  Supplement" 
are  recent  fine  publications  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor.
